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ABSTRACT ^ ^ 

To afford elementary school children in Louisiana the 
of attaining proficiency in French, the state legislature 
in 1975 a state-wide French as a Second Language (FSL) 
Progranj- Learning goals were established for each grade, based on-th 
use of specified instruct ional ' materials. The adainistrati ve 
structure of the progran was detailed at all levels. Additional 
proiects of the progran in 1979-80 included a t^ransition plan for 
future secondary programs, a university teacher training program, and 
foremilk sutamer study programs. This report describes the FSL Program, 
and ^ifcludes a chart of the p'rogram structure. Addenda include the 
original legislative act, a staffing needs assessaent instrument, 
desographic statistics, a sample contact between a teacher and the 
Council for the Development of French in Louisiana (CODOFIL) , maps 
indicatincf extent of program implementation throughout the state, the 
parish contract for the FSL Program, the program plan for continuity, 
foreign associate teacher statistics, and a description of tKe 
specialist Inservice ' teacher training program. (JBV,

INTRODUCTION ^ 

. -Publicizing a Second Language Program .such as 
Louisiana's French as Second Language Program serves 
several purposed t- it makes the public and conmjuhity 
aware that the program exists; it. shows the elementary , • 
school teachers that the program can be- an integral 
part of the total education plan; 'it promotes pride in 
the participating students. 

~ Wiile in the past, language teactwrs'have often 
directed publicity efforts only to the educational 
establisNnent , it is time to identify 'successful foreign 
language programs for possible replication. in other 
states. 

The Louisiana Departmcnf of*Education with the 
assistance of CODOFTL (.Council foy the E)evelopfl»nt of French 
in Louisiana) 'has been successful ih proin(^ing the French 
as Second Language Program both with the general public 
as wedl as vith their legislative body. 

The result is that Louisiana has achieved success ^ 
with the quantity of. school^ participating in the elementary 
' French prograin*^^nd is presently focusing attention on 
ijiprovirg^the quality of the program so as to insure the 
v^rightful place of foreign languages in the elementary school 
curriculum;,- 

- For the first five years (^f the program (1972-1977), 
an extensive ov.aluation was madeT^h year by Ghini and 
Associates of New Orleans; however, in. March, 1978» the. 
Council- forHhe Development of French in Louisian»^initiated 
a-forfnal evaluat^kin of the French as, Second Language Proglram 
by 'an ihternatiohal team of language experts. After stujjjiii^g 
the various 'aspects of the total pr(^ram, the team recommended 
a new five year „plan to restructure and Trtprove the program 
with foreign assistance and to increase the staff with ^ 
Louisiana personnel. 

In^lefnentation of specific recommendations began

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The three foreign governments involved. (France, 
Belgium, and Quebec) have graciously assisted by ^^BJpplying 
instructional fnaterial, trained personnel, and pedagogical 
consultants* * > . .

409 treated the Council for the Development of French • 
in Jouisiana .(CIXIDrrL) . From 1968 to 1971 the' emphasis 
of ioOQFIL's work wa^ on research^nd cultural projects. ... 
fieseaTch showed that the student 'attrition r.ate in the

entered into a jcjint. educational venture with COOOFIL 
to actively proijtote anS encourage the teaching of French 
in elemerrt^ry schools and to perpetuate the French 
heritage W evictent. in. Lcuisiana. A group of • 
'.';^pproximately .20 foreign associate teachers dame tg 
' Louisiana, funded by the locar school boards^ ' • 

■ -During, the- 1972^73 session the Legislature allocated 
$3-00,000 to the Foreign Languages Section of the State 
De'-partmerrt of Eg^c^tidh to- fund the F-reach instruction 
program, and the number of participating parishes rose 
from 5 to 26^... The. funding ievel^ increased each ensuing 

-year to a level of 1.^ million dolla/s, .. 

The" Academic Advisory Board of CiDDQFIL was - 

established by Executive Order of the Governor ot 

Louisiana in 1971. ' ' % %' * ' 
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Its membership .includes the <Heads' of Foreign ' Language 
Deptrtnicnts in all institutions of higher education in 
the State of Louisiana, who constitute a majority of its 
members. Other members of " the Board are the Coordinator 
"of the Foreign Language and Bilingual Section of the 
State Department of Education, the President of the 
LFLTA (Louisiana Foreign Language Teachers Association), 
' and' five members at largfe. In addition to advising 
'COOOFIL on academic matters, the Board administers a 
unique Study program in France" for Louisiana college 
students through the Consoi^tium of Louisiana 
Universities and Colleges, a twenty- two mender 
organization developed by^ the Board in the 1975-76 
academic year and now ia its fifth year" of operation. • • 

In 1975 ^the Legislature passed Act 71A which 
authorized each parish or city school board "to \ 
establish, as a part of the general curriculun the 
teaching of a second language in grades 1-12; to 
provitte a procedure for petitioning a parish or city 
schoqi board for the inclusion of the teaching of a 
secdhd language in the general curriculUm of a particular, 
school or schools when' the governing authority of the 
school fails to establish such a program? to establish 
;the procedure for exempting students from the second 
language program? to authorize and require the State 
^ Board of "Elementary and Secondary Education (BESE) to 
estat^li'^ guidelines, regulations, and policieg_,to^ 
implement such a program; and otherwise to provide 
with respect thereto," 

The following objectives outline the major goal 

within Act 714 r 

1) To- establish a language program .in grades 
1 throu^ 12 in a sequential manner so as 
to afford all school children in the state 
V the opportunity of attaining proficiency in 

a second language. 
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2) To allow for a petitioning procedure which 
requires the parish or city school board to 
establish a second language program • 

3) ^ To exempt a student from the second language 

program upon the request of the parent or 
guardian • 

4^ To utilize certified teachers at th^ 
secondary level, and foreign associate 
teachers andA^r certified Second Lan^age 
Specialist teachers at the elementary lev^i^.^^ 
5) To fjrovide ^ecified funding by the 

appropriate authority depending on the level 
at \fcfhich the program is offered.** 
The result of this act was that the French as 
Second Language Program became the model for two other 
elementary second larl^age programs in Louisiana, 

Since the passage of Act 714 the state funding 
for the French as Second Language Program, based on 
needs asses^ient surveys furnished by the individual 
parishes, has risen to accommodate the growth and 
expansion of the language programs. Last year's appro- 
priation was $1*2 million an4 26 parishes .participated 
in* the program employing 167 teachers. This money pays 
the salaries of the Foreign Associate Teachers, their 
air fate, insurance, orientation program and 
administrative costs. 

The constitutionality of Act 714 was tested 
and upheld by decision of the Third District Court of 
appeals on February 6, 1979. 
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III. THE GOAL OF THE LOUISIANA .R?ENCH AS SECOND LANGOAGE PROGRAM 
To afford Louisiana elementary public school qhildref) 
the .opportunity of attaining proficiency in French as a second 
- language through a continuous progress program (grades 1-6) 
that will articulate with middle school/junior high programs 
(grades 6-8) and with secondary programs (grades 9-12). 
A. Objectives to meet program goal 

1, The program will be offered to all students in a 
. given class if the second language teacher ,i3 

itinerant and moves from classroom to classroom. 
The program will be offered to selected students 
if the second language . teacher is provided a separate^ 
classroom. 

2. Students in kindergarten and grade 1 will be 
introduced to the French sound system and a liroited 
basic vocabulary through the readiness program of 
Jeannot L^in , a song ahd game approach designed 
to sensitize children to the French language and 
culture. Students will develop the skill of listening 
comprehension so as to be able to discriminate the 
French sound system. In addition to J^nfX>t Lapin , 
grade 1 students will fui^Vher develop listening • 
comprehension and pronunciation skills in lessons 1-5, 
Frg^re Jacques I . 

3. In grade 2,^ students will establish basic pronunciation 
and intonation patterns thr^pugh Fr§re Jacques I , 
lessons 1-12. This met he'd presents words in the 
meaningful context of- short dialogues relating to 
the real-life experiences of children. 

4, Students in grade 3 will. continue with Fr§re Jacques I , 
review lessons 5 and 10, and complete lessons 13-17. 
They will begin developing reading comprehension skills 
by recognizing words that have- already b^en learned 
aurally by finding the main idea in a simple sentence, 

formulating questions, and by applying concef^ts of 
aquence - ' 
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In grade 4, students will finish FHre Jacques I , 
fieview lessons 10 and 15, complete, lessons 18-22, and 
will continue to develop reading skills u/hile learning 
to write sijTple* sentences and sfnrt paragraphs. 
In grade 5, students will reviev lessons 10, 15, 
and 20 of Frdre Jacques I and complete lessons 23-26 
of Fr^re Jacques II . Ail four skiils will be , - 
emphasized, with listening and speaking skills always 
preceding reading and 'writing skills, thus following 
the natural pattern of learning developed in the 
child's native language. 

In grade 6, students wiJI review lessons 15 and 20 
of- Fr^re Jacqueg I , lesson 25 of Fr^re Jacques II , 
and will con^lete lessons 27-30 of Fr^re Jacques 11 . 
The program will address two major objectives; . 
(1) continued development of the four langu«e skills ' 
(listening 3CRJ; speaking 40SJj reading 15.5»; writing 15S»), 
and (2) a cumulative evaluation of the student's 
; achieveinent level in the four skills based on the ' 
niinimum standards of the revised curriculum of 
Fr^re Jacques . This evaluation will facilitate ^ 
student placement and choice of instructional material 
as the program articulates with the middle school and 
junior high programs. 

Scheduling of French'~fs Second Language classes for 
continuity— by September 30, the parish will submit 
a French as Second Language plan for continuity detailing 
the. statistical breakdown of the program within the 
participating schools. ' 
Periodic inservice meetings will be provided for both , 
the Associate Teachers of French and the Second Language 
Specialist Teachers, in order to assist them' in meeting 
the prt^ram goals and objectives. These inservice 
meeOngs will be coordinated by the foreign consultants 
and the r^ionai -supervisors in conjunction with the - 
parish supervisors and principals'. 
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Inclusion of Louisia^na French Culture 
Sijpp-lefliental materials and activities fo<pusecJ on the 
.French cultural identity of Louisiana will be developejj 
for grades tS to complement the revised curi^iculum and 
to capitalize on the viablp French cultural^ identity of 
the state. Objectives will be formulated to evaluate 
the affective .impact of these materials. Louisiaijp based 
cultural material for grades 7 and 8 will also be: , 
developed for the accompanying instructional methods 
so as to bridge the transition between eleinentary and 
senior high programs. • \ ^ 

Evaluation Dqsi_gn 

Students in grades 2-6 in a rainimum of at least ^welye 
pilot schools (one per sector and four at large) vill be 
evaluated on the minimum standards established by grade 
level in the scope anC sequence guide to Fr^re Jacques I 
• and II . This guide is correlated and compatible with 
the Louisiana Minimum. Standards/Maximtim Goals established 
for reading cofrpetency in English. The regional supervisor 
and fpr^gn consultants will wrk with the Associate 
Teachers of French in the pilot schools to develop a 
revised testing program as well as student progress 
checklists to 'assess mastery of skills at the various 
grade levels. 
Program Monitoring 

As. part of an ongoing evaluation, Department of Education 
staff members will make periodic monitoring visits to 
all schools in the program. Rejports^ will. be made quarterly 
and kept on file in the Foreign Languages ahd Bilingual 
Education office. The foreign educational consultants 
will also visit on a regular basis the teachers in his/her^ 
sector, and reports of each of these visits as well as 
"reports of the insefvice meetings will be kept on file.

B. Instructional Material . . " , ' 

The basic" instructional; material used in the French 
as Second Language- Program is. the audio -visual method 
Fr^re Jacques' , Levels I arid II. The team of foreign 
consultants has revised the Fc^re Jacques instructidnal 
material to include lesson plans and a scope and sequence/ 
guide outlining minimum standards by grade level. Each 
of the eight consultants «>ill^e provided a pilot school 
for test i.ng' and developing the material. - * . 

This material requires "the use of a f lannelBoard to ^ 
teach dialogues' simulating real life experiences. 'This 
material is used in grades 2-5. The method for grade 1 
is Jeannot Lapin , also based on the f lannelboard, but 
teaching songs rather tban dialogues. A new method being 
used this year in grades 5-6 is Bon.lour Line- > an audio- 
visual approach utilizing filmstrips instead of^ figurines. 

Three television programs being aired are Mon Ami ' 
Pierrot , La Bonne Aventure , and Jo lie Louisiane . . The first 
method concerns language, the second promotes the French 
language and culture of the Nev England states, while the 
third presents the French culture existing in Louisiana. 

Supplemental activities and seasonal uiaterials are ^ 
prepared by a team of, curriculum specialists and are available 
upon request from the Department of Education. |i ■ ; 

C. ' Administrative Organization . 

At the local level a supervisdr^is in' cfarge of . the 
French program in each participating parish, and, along 
with the school principal, sets, up class schedules for 
the teachers. Of course, the superintendent of the parish • 
aod the school board members are ultimately responsible for 
the total education program in the parish. . • 
Several parishes are then grouped into sectors. 
Foreign personnel within a particular sector are responsible 
to a foreign educational consultant. ^ The consultahts also 
serve as liaisons between the local school authorities and 
the Department of Education staff. Louisiana is presently ^. 
divided into eight sectors. 
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"On the regional level, all foreign personnel 
are responsible to the four Stite Department staff members 
who plan ^or the total program of French as Second 
Language. 

Ultimately^ the foreign personnel are responsible 
to the Department of Education and CODOFIL. \i 
0^ Performance Responslbilitie^s for the French Proiyam 

The major goal for the administration of the French 
as Second Language Prograia — which includes planning, 
organization, implementation, supervision, and evaluption — 
requires shared responsibility at the local , regional and 
state levels.' For this reason a team approach is, necessary 
for th^ continued success of the program ^ 

The school principal is responsible for the/ 
following: 

1. To. integrate the ATF and/or SLS into the total 
etkication program of his school; 

2. To schedule ATF's and /or SLS so as to provide 
continuity of instruction for participating 
students; 

3. -To siipervise and evaluate the work of the ATT 

and /or SLS in , his ^hool; 
^ 4. To ^ork with the CP of the* Sector and the 

Department member of the Region for the efficient 
pperation of the program. 

The parish supervisor is responsible for the 
following: 

1. The assignment of ATF and/or SLS to the parti- . 
cipating schools in the parish; 

2. The integration of the ATF into the schools and 
the local community of assignment; 

3. Arrange an informational meeting of participating 
school .principals, State_ Department Regional 
Supervisor, and foreign consultant prior to 
October 31, 1979; 

4. The organization of the program in the partici- 
pating schools of the parish^ 

5. Participate in inservice workshops for ATF and/ 
or SLS teachers; 

6. . Participate in the evaluation of the ATF and/or 

SLS teachers; 

7. Participate in the evaluation of the revised program 
of instruction in parish schools; 

8. Participate in statewide meetings of parish 
supervisors and State Department staff to plan 
for continuous progress. •

The State Departn^nt of Education Staff Member is 
re^onaible for the following:

2. Assist in selection and placement of foreign 
associate teachers and conduct orientation program 
for them (prior to ATF's assuming teaching 
responsibilities); 

?. Attend meetings of parish supervisor and principals 
to review program-goals and regulations for 
current school year (in September -October ) ; 

4.. Make fnpni to ring visits with foreign educational 
consultants to ATF's throughout the school year; 

5. Set up inserv ice programs for ATF's (bi-monthly); 

6. Wbrk with foreign educational consultants in 
arranging for field-testing of new curriculum

7. Maintain ^active records of class visits, inservice 
programs, etc.;

Provide technicial assistance to the SLS 
teachers— full tinie and part time — at both 
the -Sector ^nd Parish levels;

Secondary language classes are taught by certified Louisiana 
personnel responsible" to .their parish supervisor and 
school-board. 

Department pf "Education personnel serve as 
consultants at inservice workshqss for these teachers 
and discuss new methods and- techniques for coordinating • 
acontinuous program in grades 1-12. The secondary teachers 
are very cooperative, and along with the local foreign 
language supervisors are better able to instcument change. 

- Pteny of the foreign Eckicational Consultants assist 
the teachers mth class demonstrations and give lectures 
to the French Clubs. 
B. University Teacher-Trainihq Program 

One aim of the French as Second Lahguage Pjtjgram 
is to gradually replace the foreign Associate Teachers with 
Louisiana-trained specialists through the Second Lfanguage' 
Specialist Program. Presently there are^nine Louisiana 
(1^) participatinQ colleges ar^ universities offering this inservice teacher 
Universities- trainirg program: University of SoutlTwestern Louisiana, 

Northeast Louisiana University, Louisiana State University- 
Shreveport, 'louisiana State University-Alexandria, Louisiana 
State University-Baton Rouge, McNeese State University, 
Nicholl3 State University, Dominican College, and Southeaster 
Louisiana University. 
• ' The State Board of Elerftentary and Secondary Education 

has approved this program as a bonaf ide progrw of 24 hours 
which offers, upon successful completion, a^ertificate as • 
Second Language Specialist. A native French-speaking 
specialist teacher assists in training these teachers. The 
two objectives. of the program are adequate oral ppoficiency 
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f « 
in order to conduct classes in French and a knowledge 

of second language techniques and methods using existing \ 
materials. Summer semesters allow the participants to ; 
be totally immersed in langu^e and culture while attending 
a foreign university. 
C. Fogeiqn Sunmer Study Programs 

The Summer Study Programs are co -sponsored by 
COCOFl^, the Department of Education and the gov»rnmenJ;9 
of France, Belgium and &jebec. 

The Quebec government assistsMtfith a program for ^ 
beginning SLS students at Laval university and^lsjaf a 
program for secondary students at* the College of .3onqui*re« 
The France Summer Study Programs, located in Angers, 
Vichy, Oijon and Hontpellier, offer college credit in 
French lang^e and culture. Intermediate SLS students go 
to Ap^rs an* those student^ finishing the SLS program 
go to Vichy. The Dijon program is offered to secondary 
teachers of French and university students participate in 
the Montprellier program. All participants selected by 
the Department of Eckjcation and COOOfIL Receive scholarships. 

The Belgium p'rogpam is de.signed exclusively f dr - 
certified Second Language Specialists and offers a final- 
immersion in the French language and culture, prior to 
classroom teaching. . " . 

Due to this interest and irjvolven)ent by the 
foreign governments in the French as Second Language 
movement i^n Louisiana, CQDQFIL has received international 
- recognition. James Ooroengeaux, Chairman of CODOFIL, has* 
received the French Legion of Honor with the title of 
Off icier for his contributions to the development of French 
in Louisiana. He also has been named an officer of the 
Order of Leopold from the Belgian government and the 
Prix, de 3 Juillet, 16Q8, from the Quebec government.

To amend Title 17 <tf the Looiaiana Revised SUtutea of I960, by 
adding thereto a new Section, to bedeaignated as R.S. 17:273, to 

^ authprize each parish or dty school board to establish, as a 
of the general curriculum, the teaching (rf a lecofid knguage in 
grades one through twelve; to provide a procedure for 
petitiooing a parish or city school board for the inchisioii of 
taaching of a second language in t^e general curna^ of^a 
particular school or schools when the governing authority pf the 
school fails to establish such a prqfgram; to establish the 
procedure for exempting students from the second language 
program; to authorize and require the State Board of 
Elementary and Secondary Education to establish guidelSnea, 
regulations, and polidea to implem^t such a program; and 
otherwise to provide with respect thereto. ' 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Louisiana: 

Section 1. Section 273 of Title 17 of iHe Louisiana Revised 
Statutee of 1960 is hereby enacted to read aa follows: 
§273. Second languages; teaching fn.pubik schools . 

A. Commendttg with the 1976-1977 school year, each parish 
school board and city school board in aute is hereby authorized 
to establish aa a part of the gen^ curriculum of instruction the 
teadiing of a second ^nguage. The second language curriculum shall 

she so established aa to include a program extending upward through 
an grades, commendhg in the fSrst grade and extending upwards to 
the twelfth grade, in a well articulated, sequential manner so as to 
afford all school diiJdren in the sUte the opportunity of attaining 
profSdency in a second language. 

B. (1) If a parish or city school board does not establish a second 
language program by Blay 30,' 1976, such a program shall be 
required upooj^r^aentation of a petition requesting the instruction 
of a particular second language. The petition shall be addressed and 
pneented to the pariah or qty school board and shall request the 
ina^i^tion to be in 4 particular school. It shall contain the 
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fifnatUTM of at least twenty-five percent of the heads of households 
of student! attending a particular sehool within the jurisdiction of 
the parish or city school board. The superintendent of the parish or 
dty schools shall determine the required number of signatures 
needed for each sehool and shall certify whether or itot a petition 
, containa the necessary number of signaburea. Parents may petition 
to initiate second languageH»^t)grsuns in elementary schools, junior 
high school^ and senior hi|^ schools. 

(2) Upon receiving a certified petition, the parish or dty school 
board shall establish the teaching of the designated second language 
in said sdu)ol as' a part of the general curriculum of lnati:uetion. The 
instritctktn of the second tanj^uage shall be developed to include th^ 
teadung of the language in each grade of said sehool in a w^l 
'articulated and^uential manner ^ as to afford to the student the 
Opportunity of attaining prohcieney in the designated second 
]a^;uag«. Any student shall be exempted fpcm the second language" 
program upon requeist of the parent or guardian. The parent shall 
direct this request to the principal of the school or to the 
soperinCendent of the parish or dty vhool system. 

(9) Xntitructora in a second language would be regulariy assigned 
certified teachers at th«,secohdajry level or certified second 
langusigt specialist teachers in the eieme^tary grsdj(» one through 
ei^t, itinmnt in one or more schools, and/or f^gn assodate 
teachers selected and approved by v^e State Department of 
^ Education ^ cooperation with other appropriate state agencies. A 
second language specialist teacher with a fidl schedule of second 
languiage classes would not be counted in the pupil-teacher ratio in 
the school of assignment, bat would be counted as an adtUtional 
tttfher. 

(4) The coet'of Implementing a second language program at the 
secondary level (juitfor aiwi/or seiiior high schools) will be borne by 
the local school system. The obiit of implementing second language 
programs in the elementary grades atuii beyond the base salary 
of regularly assigned teachers Will be paid from sUt^ funds 
sppropriated as a part of the total education budget of the Sut^ 
Dtpartmisnt of Education. ' . 

C. The State Board of Elementary and Second^ Education shall 
estahliah sidelines, . regulations, and policies for the 
implementadon of a comprehensive curriculum in a second language

Section 2. If any provision oi* item of this Act or the application 
thereof is held invalid> such invalidity shall not affect other 
proviaions, itenos or applications of thia Act which can be given

this end the provisions of this Act are hereby dedarwi severable. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed,

1. Th« AssQciatt Teaehtr of French (ATF) is required to teach the French language 
and Frincophone culture in a Uglsiana e<iucational establishatnt frtw Septaaber 1, 1979 
until l%y 31, 1980. Ht/$h« shall serve under the direction, ad»irti$trition and sup«r- 
vlsion of the local school board, the foreign educational consultant of the sector, 
and the SUte Departaent supervisor of the region. He/$he«$ ultimately responsible. 

to COOOFIL, the State Departaent of Education and his/her govenwent. 

2. As concerns scheduling of class p«rf,ods, the State Departsnent of Education 
stipulates that the Associate Teacher of French (ATF) will be assigned 240 rinutes of 
daily teaching time. Class periods should hav* a crura ti on of at 4 east 30 srinutes; 
hoMcver, no ««r» tJan eight (8) classes *«11 be. taught per day. In addition. 50 minutes 
a day will be prov^ided for class preparation. The teacher is required to adhere strictly 
to the school schedule and regulations. His/her attendance at faculty meetings (after 

or before school hours) may be requested by his/her responsible school authority. ■ 

3. The AssociaU Teacber of French (ATF) will be alloi-ed to engage in additional 
Mployiwnt of an educational or cultural nature within the confines of the French 
language and Francoohone culture, i.e. adult night classes. It is to be understood 
thet these activities must Uke 0lace outside of his/her regular teaching duties. 
His/her remuneration shall be determined by mutual agreement between the instructor and 
his/her ei^>loyer. Only those activities cited* above are authorized by current regu- 
Utloos governing the IAP-66 (foreerly DSP-66) visa held by the Associate Teachers. 



B. Alternative Positions 

1. The Resource Teacher (RT) will serve as an element of support for the Second 
Language Spec-tat Uts (SU). HTs/her work consists of visiting classes, teaching 
demonstration classes, and preparing workshops for the Second Language Specialist 
teechers. He/she 1$ responsible to the school authoritiei of the parish, the foreign 
educational consultant of the sector, the SUte Department of Education, CODOFIL. and 
thm representative of his/her government.

Ill - ROMNERATIOW 

A. The sm of Seven Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($750.00) will be paid to the Associate 
Teacher of French (ATF) upon arrival In his/her assigned parish. This aoaunt constir 
tutts teM.OO Installation prealiaa and $500.00 as cost of living Increment. 

8. While under the 10-««nth contract with COOCFIL, all foreign personnel will receive 
a total salary of 55,750.00 payable In nine (9) asonthly checks of $639.00 (Septeab^r 
through May). This salary 1$ paid at the end of each npnth^ beginning at the end of 
Septaji^er, and 1$ not subject to U.S. and State income Uxes. This salary, $5,750.00, 
plus the perish participation, $750.00, constitutes a total siae of Six Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($6,500,00) for the terw of the contract (Septeaber 1, 1979 - June

C. Transportation expenses fro« the teacher's doariclle to the place of eeployieent 
and return will be his/her own responsibility, except In the case where the Instructor 
Is called upon to teach In two educational tstabllshnents on the saw day.

Vacitlort and holiday pr1vnt9e$ granted the Associate Teacher of French during the 
school year are the $Mm as those for Louisiana personnel teaching In the sejut edu- 
cational estahllshmnt; hoi^ever. the Htrdi Sras holidays (Monday, Tuesday k Mtdnesday) 
have been granted all foreign persomel. Absences prior to or Iniedlately following 
a holiday tdll be considered as unexcused absences and the Associate Teacher will be 
docked $3ZAo per working day, l/20th of his/her wonthTy check; 

B. Sick Ltavf 

Associate Teachers of French^ a^ all Louisiana teachers, are allotted ten '(10) 
working days of sick Itave for the school year; bonjever, afttr three (3) or wore 
consecutive working days of absence, the teacher imist present a «td1cal ctrtlflcatt 
to the principal of the school upon his/her return. 

For absences In excess of 10 allotted day^ and for reasons other than Illness, 
teachers will be docked $32.00 per working day, l/20th of their wonthly check, unless 
on release t1«e authorized by the SUte Departinent of Education.

The Associate Teachers of French 
covered by this Insurance are subject to a $12.00 deductible on the first office vfsit 
for each acc1<^t or illness. 

IX - TERMS OF CONTRACT 

A. All Associate Teachers of French agree to respect the laws, customs and traditions 
of the State of Louisiana, as well as those of their parish of asslgnmnt. 

B. Forei^ personnel, as all Louisiana teachers, 1$ required to follow the $awe rules 
and regulations Includl*^^ conduct » dress and personal appearance which are currently 
in force In the parish aiid the educational estublishnent in which they^ work. 

C. The local school board has the right to request the termination of the Foreign 
Assoclete Teacher's services In that parish for the following reasons:

2- Willful neglect of duties 

3. Excessive absences (20 days) and/or excessive tardiness

5. Inability to adapt to the^ attitude and the social and cultural customs of 
the coaNunlty of aaiplo^. 

In all cases » COOOFIL and the State Departiaent of Education rtt^it^ the right to ter- 
minate the present contract or to relocate the Associate Teacher of French for these 
or any other valid reason after due consultation with the representative of his/her 
govemMnt..

I. The Associate Teachers shall be assigned to class sections in the following 
elementary schooKs) in the Parish:

II. The following financial arrangements are understood and acceptable to us: 

A. Tbe Parish shall be responsible for the sum of $750 per teacher upon 
arrival in the Parish for installation and cost of living increment. 
Any associate teacher who voluntarily terminates his or her employment 
prior to May 30, 1980, will reimburse the $250 installation plus $50 
per remaining month which will be payable to a replacement teacher. 

B. The Parish will receive from the state $5,750 for each associate 
teacher payable in three quarterly payments of $2,000 in Septertiber 
(for September-November) , $2,000 in December (for December -f ebruary) , 
and $1,750 in March (for March-May). 

C. Any funds unexpended for salaries after May 30 will be returned to 
the State Department of Education prior to June 30, 1980. 

0. We also understand that Resource Teacher (s) -will be assigned to 

our parish as part of our total allotment and tTiat these Resource 
Teachers are to be paid in the same manner as the associate teachers. 
The Parish will provide $750 and the State will provide $5,750. 

III. The Parish agrees to abide by the following objectives of the Statewide

B- For the 1979-80 school year, pari^shes u/ill be ailou/ed to schedule 

French as 'Second Language 'Programs so a^ to provide the- most equitable 
use of language arts, cultural enrichment and content area time* 
However / French as Second Language u/ill be taught ^n the context of 
language development so as to reinforce the basic skills and concepts 
presented in the regular language arts program. 

C. It is understood ,that students will receive second language instruction 
on a daily basis so as to provide them with a sequential program of 
instruction and continuity of second language development. If the 
Associate Teacher moves from class to class^ the second language program 
will be made available to all students^ If the principal wishes to 
select participating students, then a separate classroom must., be 
provided for the Associate Teacher* 

D. Foreign Associate Teachers will be scheduled for a maxinxim of 2^0 
mirxjtes of instruction.' In addition, 60 minutes should be set aside 
for class preparation. Class periods should be a minimum of 30 
minutes duration with no more than 8 classes per day. Assignments 

will be limited to a m'aximum of two schools, and the Associate Teacher(s) 
will be provided ample storage space for instructional material, as well ' 
as an area for planning. ^ 

E. . Associate Teachers will not be assigned special education classes without 

prior approval from the Department of Education. 

IV. The local supervisor will arrange a meeting of participating school principals 
the Department of Education staff member and the French Education Consultant 
for the Sector so that points of the Administrative Guide and objectives of 
the program are ur^erstood. This meeting is to take place^ prior . to October 31 
1979. 

A. The Department of Education will expect the Parish supervisor to assume 
f ^he following responsibilities: 

1.' To assist the Associate Teachers of French in finding temporary 

and/or permanent housing and in settling into the local communities 
of the parish. 

2* To .assure that all arrangements for salary payments for Associate 
Teachers of French have been made, including any remuneration from 
local funds for mileage resulting from travel if the teachers teach 
at more than one school,. (As Associate Teachers of French came to 
Louisiana under a special visa (DSP66-J1), no taxes are withheld from 
their salaries* ^However, if a Resource Teacher has married an 
American citizen and has been granted a permanent resident visa, 
then he or she should be given a W-2 form at the end of the year 
showing earnings . ) 

3^ Make sure that the Associate Teachers of French understand and follow 
the rules and regulations of the school system* 

B. The Department of Education will expect the participating principals to 
assume the following responsibilities:
